Fatal A ccident—Chinese Slave D eal­ 
ers at W ork—State Board 
of Trade—Etc.

t h e McD o n a l d c a s e . 
Mrs. McDonald H eld for Forgery, and 
H er Child Taken From Her. 
S an F rancisco, November 15th.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—During the preliminary hearing of 
the case of Clara Belle McDonald, charged 
with forgery, Senator Stanford testified to 
the circumstances reearding the sale to him 
of the stock on which the forgery was com­ 
mitted. 
Dr. McDonald testified to missing this 
stock from the vault of the Pacific Bank 
and finding it in the possession of Governor 
Stanford. Pie testified that the indorse­ 
ment was a forgery. 
J . C. Hickox, the writing expert, testified 
that the signature was a forgerv. 
This concluded the testimony, and Mrs. 
McDonald was held to answer on the first 
charge of forgery in the sum of $3,000. On 
the same testimony she was held to answer 
on (he second charge, and hail fixed at 
$2,000. 
A 8ENSATION IN COURT. 
Attorney Rankin caused a small sensa­ 
tion in the Court room at this point in the 
proceedings by asking that the further 
hearing be continued until to-morrow. He 
said, excitedly : “ They are just now en­ 
gaged in a forcible atte'mpt to remove the 
defendant’s child in the prison below by 
means of a pretended order, or something 
of the kind. My services will be required 
there for the remainder of the afternoon.’’ 
The examination of the three remaining 
charges was postponed till to-morrow. 
Attorney liankin then said : “ I have just 
been served with a notice from Department 
Five of the Superior Court for Mrs. Mc­ 
Donald to appear there to-morrow morn­ 
ing to show cause why her child should 
not be surrendered. I ask that she be al­ 
lowed to be present at the City Hall to­ 
morrow morning.” 
The request was granted by the Court, 
and the Chief of Police was directed to de­ 
tail an officer to accompany the prisoner. 
MRS. M DONALD AND IIKR CHILD TARTED. 
The attorneys for It. H. McDonald ap­ 
peared before Superior Judge Coffey this 
afternoon, and upon their representation 
an order was issued for the removal of Mc­ 
Donald’s child from her mother at the 
City Prison. The child was to be placed 
in the care of the nurse, who shall produce 
her in Judge Hunt’s Court to-morrow 
morning, at which time the mother will 
be cited to show cause why the child 
should not be taken from her, it being rep­ 
resented by the father that she is unfit to 
take proper care of the little girl. 
The writ was placed in the hands of 
Deputy Sheriif Durham for service, who 
repaired to the city prison and took posses­ 
sion of the child. 
Mr. Rankin, one of Mrs. McDonald’s 
attorneys, was on hand and opposed the 
service on the ground that the order did 
not bear the seal of the Court, and was 
otherwise defective. 
After a long consultation with Captain 
I.ees and Mrs. McDonald, however, the 
child was given over into the charge of the 
nurse. 


STATH BOARD OF TRADE. 
The UntlDg of Lands—Proposed Railroad 
Celebration. 
San Francisco, November 15th.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—The Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Trade met in its new quar­ 
ters on Second street, this afternoon. A. 
T. Hatch, of Suisun, presided. There was 
a large attendance. Beside the members 
there were several visitors, among them 
Mr. Kinsey, of Marin county, Mr. Han­ 
cock, of Sacramento, and L. IT. Shippee, of 
Stockton, President of the State Agricult­ 
ural Society. 
Je3se D. Carr, of Salinas, was elected a 
member of the Board by a unanimous vote. 
The question of admitting exhibits of 
manufactured products of the State was 
brought up, and it was decided that such 
properly encased would be suitable for ex­ 
hibition. 
Manager Brown interrupted the proceed­ 
ings to introduce Senator Stewart, of Ne­ 
vada, who spoke briefly, stating his hearty 
approval of all that the Board is doing. 
Mr. Camron, of Oakland, suggested that 
the land-listing rule was suggested by W. 
H. Mills, who was not present to-day. He 
therefore moved that aelion on the propo­ 
sition he deferred until the next regular 
meeting—next Tuesday — and that Mr. 
Mills be asked to be present at that time. 
The motion was carried. 
The following resolution was offered by 
J. C. Morrissey, of Stockton, aud was unan­ 
imously adopted : 
Resolved, That Senator Stanford lie Invited to 
meet this Executive Committee, tor the purpose 
of free consultation on the genera! subject of 
the development of the State and Territories of 
the Pacific coast, on next Tuesday, November 
21st. 
Mr. Byington, of Sonoma, spoke of the 
approaching completion of the Oregon 
Railroad line, and offered a resolution in­ 
viting Mayor Pond, Captain Moony, of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and President San­ 
derson, of the Board ot Trade, to meet with 
(lie Executive Committee at the next meet­ 
ing, for the purpose of consultation upon 
the advisability of celebrating the comple­ 
tion of rail communication between Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon, 
The resolution was adopted. Secretary 
Davis was instructed to notify the Portland 
municipal authorities of the'proposition to 
have a celebration. 
Mr. Williams, of Yuba, moved that Dr. 
J. W. Robertson, of Napa, be invited to 
prepare a paper for publication on the 
climate of California. The motion was 
carried. 
A communication was read from Mr. 
Mills, stating that arrangements had been 
perfected by General Manager Towne, of 
the Southern Pacific, to have the California 
exhibits from the National Grange meeting 
in Lansing sent to Chicago. A permanent 
exhibition will be established there under 
the supervision of Immigration Agent Van 
Arman, of the Southern Pacific.

D ism issal of the Jury-Bribing Charge 
A gainst E. A . O'Cosnur. 
San F rancisco, November 15th.—[Spe­ 
cial.—C. E. KinarJ, the talesman in the 
case of Martin White against Annis Mer­ 
rill, who charged Under Sheriff E. A. 
O'Connor with having attempted to bribe 
the jury in the case, was arrested this after­ 
noon upon a warrant sworn out by Mr. 
O’Connor charging him with perjury. The 
complaint makes a sweeping denial of all 
the allegations in the affidavit of Kinard, 
sworn to before the Grand Jury. That

SPARKS GIVES IN. 
The Laud Com m issioner W rites n Long 
L e.ter to tile President. 
aSjington, November 15th.—Commis­ 
sioner Sparks this afternoon personally de­ 
livered to the President the following 
letter, defending his course in the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railway 
land grant case, and formally resigned his 
office: 
General Land Office, 
> 
„ „ „ Washington, November 15,1887. f 
To tAt President: The honorable Secretary of 
the Interior advises me, bv letter dated the 11th 
instant, in effect that he should on that date 
present to you the alternative of selecting a 
new Secretary of the Interior, or a new Commis­ 
sioner oí the General Land Office. Under the au­ 
thority vested in the Commissioner bv the laws. I 
had, previous to September. 1N87, made adjust- 
meuts of certain railroad land grants, two ol 
which—known us the Omaha cases—I had been 
directed by the Secretare to report on 0"tober 
7,1887. Two decisions of ihe Secretary were 
rendered in the Omaha cases, non-concurring in 
my adjustments, aud overruling the Ruthority 
ou which they were based. lie directed m eat 
the sac-.e time to cause the grants to be adjusted 
m conformity with said decisions. I now infer, 
from his published letter,that the decisions were 
not approved by the official law advisor for tiic 
Department ol ihe Interior. 
1 he point at issue related to the claim of the 
railroad companies to indemnity for lauds that 
under the railroad granting Acts were reserved 
from the operation of these Acts by express 
terms of the statutes. Previous to 1875 the lauds 
that had been reserved by the Government for 
Indian and other purposes, hud been patented 
or certified to the companies, both as granted 
lands and as indemnity, promiscuously with 
other lands. This seems to have been done in 
pursuance of the practice of giving the railroad 
companies whatever they asked for. apparently 
without much consideration of the restrictions 
arid limitations of the grants. In that year 
title to a large quantity of such lands in the 
State of Kansas, which had been so erroneously 
conveyed lo the Leavenworth. Lawrence and 
Galveston Railroad Company, was declared in­ 
valid by the United States Supreme Court. 
Since that date the lands that were reserved at 
the date of the grant, or date of definite loca­ 
tion of the roads, have been regarded and 
treated in the decisions and practice of this of­ 
fice, aud department, as excluded—not only 
from all grants, but from the indemnity basis 
under all grants, wherein'such reserved lands 
are by terms of law “ excluded from the opera­ 
tion ol tne Act.” 
The Secretary held in the Omaha eases that 
the company was entitled to indemnity for such 
lands. This decision, if adhered to, will have 
the effect to take from the people many million 
acres of land within the railroad indemnity 
limits, which, by your advice and with your 
approval, as expressed in the Gullford-Millcr 
case, have been proclaimed to the country as 
restored to the public domain. The question 
of the correctness of these decisions became, 
therefore a matter of momentous concern If 
they correctly declare the law, these lands be­ 
long to the railroad companies. If they (lid not 
correctly declare the law, the lands belonged to 
the people. 
Tne Omaha decisions purport to be founded 
upon the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
ease of the Winona and St. Peter Rai road Com­ 
pany vs. Barney, the assertion being made that 
the “ plain language ” of the Court in that case 
seems to be “ conclusive of the questions pre­ 
sented,” and also upan the certain rule of 
statutory interpretation relied upon as being an 
axiom of the Constitution.

should be so late as to preclude her leav­ 
ing that comfortable and desirable port for 
Alaska until next spring.

THE ETRANGB POSITION OF THE 8TATE 
TREASURER. 


The position o f Stale Treasurer Ilerold 
upon the question of the erection of the 
fire-proof warehouse for the State Printing 
Office is wholly indefensibie. 
It is not 
only an awkward jiositioii, hut it Ls in the 
direction 
of corruption, Isiwever 
the 
Treasurer may look upon it, for it Ls an at­ 
tempt to eoerre another State official to do 
•om elhing that his judgm ent disapproves. 
It is a brazen offer by one officer to trade his 
vote with another State official in a matter 
in which each, to be honest and self- 
respecting, must act independently. 
T his is the case : 
T he Legislature pro­ 
vided for the erection of a fire-proof build­ 
ing, to cost not in excess o f 110,000, lor 
the storage of the plates, stock and fin­ 
ished work of the State school lxx>ks. This 
was wise action, and so conceded by every 
one, for if the hooka, plates and electro- 
tyiies were to suffer destruction by fire 
they could not l»e duplicated for a year or 
two, and only then at immense cost, and in 
the meantime the book rings would have 
the State at their mercy. 
In fact, the in­ 
terest o f the ejected text-book syndicate 
would he favored by a fire in the printing 
office, and advanced by the action of the 
Treasurer. 


The scheme of State text-boooks should 
not be exposed to such risks, or put at the 
mercy of such stubbornness. 
T he general 
law requires that all plans and specifica­ 
tions for improvement in, or addition to 
any State institution, must he approved by 
three persons, and Mr. Ilerold is unfortu­ 
nately, by 
virtue 
of 
his 
office, one. 
T he plans having Ixyift drawn and specifi­ 
cations settled, the Superintendiyit of State 
P rinting submitted them for approval, and 
Mr. Ilerold refuses to give it. 
If the refusal were based upon objections 
to the plans and specifications, or upon al­ 
leged non-compliance with the law 011 the 
part of the Superintendent, it would have 
som e backing, and the Treasurer m ight be 
able to justify it by |iointing out the changes 
necessary, and requiring them to !>e made- 
B ut Mr. Ilerold raises no such objections’ 
T he plans he does not find to la* at fault, 
and he suggests no changes in them. 
On 
the contrary, his sole and only ground for 
non-approval, he is careful to state, is that 
the Governor has taken exception to the 
jute m ills extension plans al San Quentin. 
“ \ \ hen,” savs the Treasurer, “ the Gov­ 
ernor approves them, I will approve the 
warehouse plans.” 
So, then, the Treasurer of the State, 
w ith amazing effrontery, proposes to de­ 
feat the w ill of the legislatu re and put at 
great hazard the school book system of the 
State, because the Governor refuses to 
dicker and trade votes with him . 
T his is 
nothing short of dishonorable conduct, to 
put it no stronger, and it is inqiossible for 
Mr. Ilerold to justify it. 
H is duty is to 
see that the economic decree and command 
of the jieople, as expressed through their 
representatives, is 
made 
effective. 
It 
ought to make no difference to him what­ 
ever, whether another official, in his judg­ 
ment, acts unwisely in another matter. 
T he warehouse 
proposition must stand 
upon its own legs, and has no relation 
whatever to any other issue. 
It was not 
given to Mr. Ilerold to say that it should 
not be carried out. 
That is a matter l>c- 
yond his province. 
H e is by his duly 
bound only to see that the plans and speci­ 
fications conform to the law, and that the 
State is not defrauded by their adoption- 
W hen he steps beyond that, and attempts 
to dictate to another officer what he shall 
do in a foreign matter, and makes his own 
action concerning the warehouse erection 
dependent upon acquiescence by that other 
official in his views, he sim ply promises to 
tradeoff his judgment, to sell his vote, as 
one of the Board of Approval. 
He pre- 
jmses to bulldoze ami cow a member of (he 
Board and names the price of his w ith­ 
drawal of menace and threat. 
If the State Treasurer can make this ac­ 
tion square with a conscientious discharge 
o f his duty under his oatli to uphold the 
laws and conserve their execution, lie will 
accomplish that which any other man in a 
like position would he unable to do and re­ 
tain his self-respect. 
If lie can face his 
fellow-citizens with the proposition that 
the affairs of the State arc to lie adminis­ 
tered, so far as he Ls concerned, bv ex ­ 
change of favors and trade of prerogatives, 
he is possessed of more hardihood than is 
met with in other men. 


Boss Tweed and boodlcr Sharp went but 
a step beyond. 
Indeed, the line of dis­ 
tinction between trailing official votes and 
buying and selling them is very narrow, 
and all but invisible. 
Mr. Ilerold will 
have to face the task of answering to the 
next Legislature, and to the people, why a 
heavy bill of cost is run up to secure safe 
storage for State property when the State 
provided means to make the N iqerintew i- 
cn t of Printing warehouseman for the 
State. 


It is openly stated that Mr. Ilerold in 
th is matter is acting under advice of the 
Democratic State Central Committee.

To accomplish that it' 
proposes to put in jeopardy valuable State 
property through the agency o f Mr. Her- 
old.

POLITICS. 


President Cleveland wrote a letter to an 
official in New Yorfccity during the recent 
campaign, in which he said: 
“ I know 
nothing which, if 1 were a voter in the citv 
o f New York, would prevent my support 
of Mr. Fellows’ candidacy [for District 
A ttorney] without the least misgivings as 
to his fitness, and with considerable per­ 
sonal satisfaction.”

CHARITY UNIONISM. 


Judging from the remarks of 
Bev. 
Horatio Stebbins befare the Executive 
Committee of the Pacific Coast Conference 
of Charities, the outlook for closer co­ 
operation of charity associations in the 
future is very bright. 
H e expressed the 
belief that scattering talk and mere theo­ 
rizing was about over, and that at the next 
annual convocation there would lio accom­ 
plished some practical work. 
T he best 
methods of reform ¡11 charitable exercise 
would lie the one theme, and that would 
lie considered from a practical and busi­ 
ness-like standpoint. 
In other words, the 
reverend gentleman gave his hearers to 
understand that if good work is to be ac­ 
complished in preventing the niissuse of 
charities and waste of energy the m illen­ 
nial and utopian talkers would have to lie 
curlied, and the idea was received in such 
a cordial manner that it may he taken for 
granted this will bo done. 
It is to lie 
hoped that this new policy w ill lead to a 
careful consideration of the proposition to 
establish a central agency of detection and 
advice. 
To this all charitable organiza­ 
tions would report their work and distrib­ 
ute this information back to and among all 
the societies. 
It would also, in all cases of 
doubt regarding relief applied for, lie able 
to report to the society applying the exact 
status of the case in hand, for the agency, 
by a district system of inspection, would 
keep itself informed of ail cases of real dis­ 
tress. 
Under such a system “repeating,” 
imposition and shifting of professional beg­ 
gars from one jurisdiction to another, in 
order lo avoid detection, would be nearly 
impossible. 
People would cease to give 
in indiscriminate charity, but refer appli­ 
cants to the agency, which, in turn, if the 
awe was worthy, would report to the 
projier society to take charge of that par­ 
ticular case. 
T he plan has many other 
advantages, but the chief arc the unity of 
effort it would conserve and the imposition 
it would prevent. 
There is no reason why 
the almoners of public charity should not 
know each what the other is doing, that 
there should lie no waste of energy or of 
charity funds. 
There is every reason why 
they should have a mutual protection sys­ 
tem sim ilar to that existing among busi­ 
ness houses, by which they prevent the 
unworthy from obtaining credit.

M ines in B olivia. 
The Guanaco gold mines continue a 
theme of speculative topic. 
A correspond­ 
ent thus speaks of some of the líales: “ A 
great many mines are being worked, but 
the list is too long for publication. 
I will 
mention soma of them. 
Work has been 
in progress in the Defensa for less than a 
year, and the owners have taken out $500,­ 
000 in gold. 
The Emma Louisa is a lode 
42 meters thick, and at the face is 100 me­ 
ters in length. W ithin a very short {>eriod 
the owners have taken out 102 kilo­ 
grammes of gold. 
The Perseveranza was 
started with a capital of $500,000, and 
none of the shares are purchasable. 
The 
mine o f San Lorenzo produced 27 kilo­ 
grammes of gold the first fifteen days it 
was worked. 
Quartz taken ont of a mine 
at Remolinos gives 650 ounces to the ton, 
hut the general run o f the ore is said to lie 
only 30 ounces to the ton. 
A vein of na­ 
tive gold lias been struck in the Republic 
mine, and the average lay of tiie ore from 
the ledge is steady at 35 ounces. 
I-edges 
assaying from four to five ounces cross the 
surface of the hill in all directions. 
It is 
calculated that 50,000 quintals of ore are 
in sight in the mines owned by Bel i cirio 
(¡aceres. The San Lorenzo and Providencia 
mines, at Guanaco turned out recently in 
one day 95 bags of ore, which brought up 
the stock in the dressing yards to 800 bags. 
It is calculated that the net profit in Au­ 
gust will reach the sum of $50,000.”

A NEW MOSQUITO TliA P. 


S om eth in g 
E very 
B a ld -h ea d ed 
M an 
Should K eep in th e H ou se. 
For m any years a sm all quantity of 
strychnine lias been placed in the paste 
which is used in the R ecord-Union office, 
in order to kill the rats that daily fed at the 
paste bucket. 
Ilefore this was done a large 
colony of rats took up their abode in the 
neighborhood, and grew fat and sleek on 
the paste. Since it has been loaded, how­ 
ever, not a few of the rat colony have 
passed over the rat river of Jordan. The 
rats old and young, when they approach a 
can of paste stand up on their hind legs, 
and look at the cans with a suspicious 
frfauce, and pass by on tip-toe. The rodents 
seem to have kept their secret very well. A 
few evenings since a small cup of this in­ 
nocent-looking paste was on a table in the 
R ecord-I nion office, when a large colonv 
of mosquitoes were holding an autum nal 
carnival in the vicinity. One of the band 
became separated front the others, and in 
attem pting to find his way back came upon 
the paste. Being somewhat compressed in 
the region of the stomach, lie refreshed 
him self from the paste can, with the most 
disastrous results to himself. He, with 
others ef his band, now reposes on the 
table, a sad warning to other mosquitoes 
who art inclined to monkey with “ loaded” 
paste: Since the last examination in the 
vicinity of the paste several intrepid mos­ 
quitoes Lave been found, with all their 
blood-sucking propensities, as well as their 
vitality, gone. 


I n Insulk R esen ted . 
At m idnight Monday Second and K 
streets was the scene of a lively fight. After 
completing their duties at the police sta­ 
tion Chief Dillman and City Attorney H art 
proceeded homeward, and had not gone far 
when thev were accosted by a friend, who 
stated to Dillman that he had just heard 
some young hoodlums shouting epithets 
about the Chief. The conversation here 
ceased, and both parties pursued their 
way. 
W hen near the corner of Second and 
K the Chief happened to come across the 
parties alluded to, and he approached one 
of them, s tying, “I heard you called me a 
.” 
Upon receiving an affirmative an­ 
swer, a heavy blow from Dillman’s fist 
kno tted the ruffian into the gutter. Im ­ 
mediately two of the injured m an’s com­ 
panions rushed at the Chief, who defended 
him self the best way he could until officer 
Lowell arrived on the scene. A change of 
affairs then took place, and the three 
“ would-be tow n-runners” were 
put to 
flight. No pistols were used, and the m at­ 
ter was settled with the consent of both 
parties. No injuries were received beyond 
a few slight scratches. 


M amie K elly's Slayer. 
Yesterday Kugene N. Duprey, counsel 
for Goldensen, the youth who murdered 
Mamie Keily, a school girl in San Fran-1 
cisco, appeared before the Supreme Court 
and made a motion for dim inution ot rec- 
cfd. 
He argued that Goldensen’s counsel 
' 
spared a statem ent and bill of ex­ 
ceptions which had been regularly filed in 
the Court below. The opposing counsel 
filed no counter complaint, yet Julge Mur­ 
phy had stricken out a portion and sent 
the statement up to the Supreme Court 
very much garbled. H e asked the Su­ 
preme Court to make an order compelling 
Judge Morphy to amend his statem ent so 
that it would conform to that originally 
filed. The Attorney-General, on behalf of 
the people, opposed the motion. 
It will be 
taken under advisement until to-day, and 
if granted the hearing of the case, which 
was set for to-morrow, will be continued.

LOCAL BEETITIES. 


Ha A sks that HU Official Acta be Inves­ 
tigated. 
Public officials seldom resign, and when 
they do usually there is very little said 
•bout it. This, however, was not the ca3e 
with the resignation of James H . W ilkins, 
as a member of the State Board of Prison 
D irector, for since he sent in his resigna­ 
tion there has been much speculation as to 
the motive that induced him to do so. 
Since Governor W aterman announced some 
weeks ago that he proposed to look into 
the prison management and ascettain just 
how the business was transacted, there has 
been many rumors afloat, and more than 
one resignation was anticipated. 
The following correspondence is self- 
explanatory :

7b Hon. R. IF. Waterman, Governor nj VaHJomia: 
In view of the publication by the San Fiaucisco 
Hott of this date, touching my resignation as 
state Prison Director, will you as an act ol pub­ 
lic justice to m yself order au investigation Into 
my official acts, either by the State Board of 
Prison Directors, or by any other com petent 
body. If you do not, on the other band, deem 
this necessary, please notify me to that effect. 
Respectfully, 
Jas. H . W il k in s . 
S a c r a m e n t o , November 15,1887. 
J. H. Wilkins, Esq . Grand Hotel, Han Francisco 
—D e a r s i r : 
Yours of 11th instaut has been 
received, in which occurs the follow ing: ” In 
view ot the publication by the Fan Francisco 
Post of this date touching my resignation as 
State Prison Director, will you, as an act of 
justice to myself, order an investigation into my 
official acts/eith er by the Stata Board of Prison 
Directors or by any other com petent body. It 
you do not, on the other hand, deem this neces­ 
sary please notify m e to that effect.” 
In reply, Governor W aterm an does not deem 
th a t be is possessed of any right to laqnire into 
your acts as State Prison Director for the reason 
th at you are no louger in office, having resigned 
the same; aud before any charges were filed 
against vou iu this office. Tile resignation was 
accepted and the vacancy filled by the appoint­ 
m ent of another, he being commissioned and 
duly qualified. If. however, you can convince 
the Governor that he has any jurisdiction iu the 
m atter, since you have resigued, doubtless he 
would be very happy to comply with your re­ 
quest. Very truly.

The San Francisco l ’ost evidently is after 
Mr. W ilkins’ scalp. Last evening ft said : 
Mr. W ilkins liad declared that he re­ 
signed on account of press of business. 
Mr. Sonntag, who knows all about Mr. 
W ilkins, said that for some time Mr. 
W ilkins had really been too busy to attend 
to the affairs of the prison. 
All of Mr. 
W ilkins’ friends declared that Mr. W ilkins' 
business was suffering on account of Mr. 
W ilkins’ absence, as the dry earth suffers 
from lack of rain. 
For a tim e Mr. W ilkins 
held up both hands and swore that it was 
his business that made him resign, but, 
under the gentle pressure of the Examiner 
reporter, he permitted liiruselt to say that 
certair charges about a woman had been 
made, and, rather than bring the woman's 
name into the controversy, lie had sub­ 
mitted to pressure and resigned. 


W ILK IN S’ MIXED STATEMENT. 
Here is the exact language of the inter­ 
view : 
“ Well, now, hold on," interrupted W ilkins, "I 
m ight as well tell you that 1 was forced into 
this. I did not care for auy scandal that m ight 
involve m yself only, but 1 did not w ant an ex ­ 
posure th a t would <lo harm between one woman 
and another. 
I did not w ant auy domestic 
trouble. Some parties cam e to me and showed 
me some docum ents. They told me they would 
be published if I did not resign, so I resigned." 
“ And w hat were those docum ents about?” 
“I cannot tell you now. I m ay some day.” 
Before parting from them the reporter was 
told that the official acts of Captain Aull, while 
Captain of the Yard at San Q uentin, had been 
tainted w ith dishonesty; th at the books of the 
different departm ents under his charge had been 
falsilied by his orders; th at he had work of vari­ 
ous kinds done by the prisoners for him self and 
his friends for w hich no charge had been made, 
though the expense ol this work ran up to a 
large sum; and that he h ad obtained goods ' 
the prison stores without paying for them .< front 


During the interview the reporter also in­ 
quired why W ilkins called particular attention 
In his statem ent to the bills of Messrs. H en­ 
dricks and Devlin for traveling ixpenses. "Thu 
reason,” he said, "is th at H endricks’ bills have 
been twice as large as m ine, a m . Devlin's three 
times as large. Sonntag's bills exceed m ine a 
little, I th in k .” 
NOT QUITE COBB 4CT. 
When Mr. W ilkins, after telling several 
stories about his resignation, concluded to 
tell part of the truth, and confessed that he 
resigned because he was threatened with 
disgrace, he made a mistake. He should 
either have stuck to his lie or told the 
whole truth. There is reason to believe 
that there were documents shown to him, 
but they did not concern Mr. W ilkins’ af­ 
fairs with one woman or an jther, and they 
did not lead up to scanda'. of the kind 
called domestic. The docn yients, so far as 
can be learned, went to show that a certain 
State Prison Director received $250 to vote 
for the pardon of acertain nuirderernam ed 
Sprague, and if such documents forced 
Mr. W ilkins to resign, it vras because he 
feared that if he did not, tl*e crime would 
be brought to his door 
Mr. W ilkins 
seems to consider that Clierles Aull was 
the cause of his disgrace rather than that 
his own evil acts led him into trouble, and 
ho charges certain irregularities against 
Aull. It would seem rather foolish for a 
man in Mr. W ilkins’ unfortunate situation 
to do this, for the public might drift into a 
line of thought akin to this: If Mr. W il­ 
kins hail in his possession disgraceful facts 
against Aull, how is it that he allowed Aull 
to force him to resign, and if the disgrace­ 
ful facts were in connection with Aull’s 
duties at San (juentin, how did it come 
that Mr. W ilkins, who was a Director of 
that prison and Aull’s superior officer, did 
not bring those facts to the notice of the 
Board and have Mr. Aull discharged and 
sent to jail. 
There is quite a scandal in connection 
with the management of the prisons, and 
from present indications it is likely to be 
thoroughly ventilated. 


P a p e r C a rn iv a l. 
It is a matter of j.ublic interest to be 
able to report that it is highly probable 
that the famous Paper Carnival, which has 
been given with such success in San F ran­ 
cisco for the past two years, will be given 
in our city at no distant date. Mr. and 
Mrs. John Gray, the originators of the 
Carnival, are spending a short vacation in 
this city ard have made a proposition to 
give the Carnival at the Agricultural Pa­ 
vilion in aid of our local charities. The 
representatives of the Infant Shelter and 
the Protestant O rphfn Asylum met Mr. 
Gray at the Golden Eagle last evening and 
entered heartily into co-operation with tin- 
proposed plan. It was the sense of the 
persons present to invite all the churches 
in the city to participate in the Carnival, 
giving each one of them a remunerative 
booth in the Pavilion, while the charilies 
should share in the receipts of the tickets 
sold. 
Mr. Gray will go to San Francisco 
this afternoon, but will return in a day or 
two again, when it is expected that a gen­ 
eral meeting will be held to consider the 
Carnival subject.

says : 
“ The fruit-growers of California 
have for years e'ic untem l the greatest 
difficulty in placing their fruit in the 
Eastern market. Of course the prices you 
pay here and in other cities further east are 
prepostirous and out of all reason, because 
we have no way of get ting our stock to you 
in an advantageous manner. 
Last year the 
fruit-growers formed a union, under which 
we all pack our fruit in the same kind of 
packages, and ship to the East, to be sold 
there at auction oh arrival. 
Last year we 
had arrangements for this sort of sale at 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Boston, and one or 
two other points. 
The consequence was 
we got our fruit off our hands nicely and 
supplied markets at cheap rates. 
Our idea 
is to institute these sales in all the larger 
cities, like Syracuse too, and thereby give 
you our grapes at eight cents a pound, and 
our peaches, peurs and plums rt as good 
prices. 
We have the fruit there and want 
to see it in the East, not as a luxury, but as 
a necessity. 
Our shipments list season 
were in trains of from five to fifteen cars, 
three or four of which were di.-q atched 
daily.

RAILROAD SETTS.

T h e N ew O v e rla n d T ra n s p o rta tio n R e g u ­ 
la tio n s o f G e n e ra l In te re s t. 
[8. F. Chronicle, November 15th.] 
To the surprise of the general traveling 
public, the Southern Pacific Company and 
Union Pacific are giving the benefit of the 
new fast tim e arrangement to third class 
passengers. 
The im m igrant train leaves 
this city at 7:30 a. m., the passengers pur­ 
chasing their tickets, dated for the day of 
departure, on the preceding dav. 
This 
train arrives at Ogden at 8 p. m of the sec­ 
ond day after leaving here, while the first- 
class train, leaving 8ar. Francisco on the 
sam e day. does not reach Ogden until 7:30 
a. m. of the the third day. 
Under the new arrangement the mail 
clerks mu*t lie on hand at the ferry an 
hour earlier than formerly. Two mails 
now leave for and arrive from the East 
daily via Ogden. Under the new system 
six trains are now run daily to Sacramento. 
Those points of public interest in the 
new passenger agreement of the transcon 
tinenta! tines, copies ot which arrived here 
yesterday, are given below. The agree­ 
ment was the result of a week’s session of 
the general passenger agents of the Pacific 
coast roads and other lines west of the Mis­ 
souri river. 
It was agreed that a half-fare rate m aybe 
made for regularly ordained ministers of 
religion, Sisters of Charity and properly 
certified missionaries ; also for railroad 
employes and members of their families 
actually dependent upon them lor support. 
Excursion rates are not to be made be­ 
tween any two points at a less rate than the 
regular single-trip rate between the same 
or intermediate points. 
Persons traveling in special cars must 
purchase tickets. For fifteen persons or 
less, fifteen tickets m ust be purchased, it 
being understood, however, that the Oregon 
lines, in order to meet Canadian Pacific 
competition, may accept a less num ber of 
tickets for the passage of the party occu­ 
pying the cars of those companies under 
charter, also a minim um rate of five cents 
per mile for hauling such cars without oc­ 
cupants. 
* * * For a corpse a first-class ticket, 
limited or unlim ited, will be honored for 
the transportation of the same in baggage 
car. accompanied by a passenger in charge. 
For the corpse of child of any age un­ 
dertwelve, one-half ticket will be required. 
A corpse unaccompanied by party in 
charge may be transported by the express 
companies, subject to their rules. Corpses 
will not be received for transportation un­ 
less properly prepared and accompanied 
by the necessary certificate. 
Only 150 pounds of baggage will be al­ 
lowed on each full ticket, and seventy-five 
pounds of baggage on each half ticket, ex­ 
cept that on foreign steamship orders, sold 
in foreign countries for transportation 
through the United SinLs to foreign ports, 
in eiiher direction, 250 pounds of baggage 
may be accepted on each full ticket, and 150 
pounds on each half ticket. 
Emigrant cars shall not be sent east of 
the Missouri river, New Orleans, St. Louis 
and St. Paul. 
Regarding through excursion business, 
the following rules were adopted: The 
present rates shall apply until January 1, 
1888. Choice of routes returning is to be 
granted. The tickets slia.ll be limited to 
six m onths for the round trip and to thirty 
days for west-bound passage only. A change 
of route returning will be granted only on 
payment of $10, in cases where ticket- 
holdets desire a difierent route than that 
selected at the eastern transcontinental 
terminus. 
Excursions may be run by 
each initial transcontinental line not oft- 
enrr than once a week up to January 1, 
1888. 
Beginning on January 1st. an individual 
and daily round-trip excursion rate of $80 
will be made from Missouri river points. 
Ou and after the same date the present $60 
party excursion rate will be abolished, and 
the individual excursion ticket will then 
be sold daily. 
It was also agreed that a round-trip ex­ 
cursion rate of $60 be made from Missouri 
river terminals for the National Demo 
cratic Convention to be held at San Fran­ 
cisco next June or July, the tickets to be 
iron-clad, good thirty days for the round 
trip, no stop-over on west-bound passage. 
Also, that the same round-trip excuision 
rates be made for the National Educational 
Association, to be held in San Francisco 
next Jnlv. 
Also, that the same round-trip rates be 
mnde for the Odd Fellows' meeting, to be 
held in Los Angeles next September. 
The majority of the members present 
voteil to recommend to the next general 
meeting of the managers of transconti­ 
nental lines that the through Pullman 
palace car rate from Kansas City and Coun­ 
cil Illuirs to San Francisco or Los Angeles 
be made the same. 
Also, that baggage be 
checked through from and to points east of 
transcontinental terminals to and from Pa­ 
cific coast points, Eastern lines using the 
present transcontinental form of excess 
baggage checks.
